Navy Board Considers Amalgamation, Attrition

Following definite announcement that 
but $270,000,000 will be available for 
support of the Navy next year, a board 
of officers was convened at the Navy 
Department this week with directions to 
consider and make recommendations re- 
lative to three propositions of far-reach- 
ing importance. They are: 

What. if any, reduction should be 
made in the officer strength in view of 
the $53,000,000 slash in appropriation. 
And if any officer cut is to be made, 
what should be the method of effecting 
; 

Amalgamation of the Line of the 
Navy, of the Marine Corps and of cer- 


tain or all of the Staff Corps of the 
Navy ; ; 

Reorganization of the Navy Depart- 
ment. 


In the precept to the board, the latter 
two propositions only are directly put 
before them for recommendation. How- 


ordered “to 


ever, the board was also 
include in its study and recommenda- 
tions” the “total number of officers to 


constitute a resultant Line and such 
Staff Corps as may not be recommended 
for amalgamation” and “the method and 
rate of accomplishing any attrition in- 
volved.” 

With this study contemplated by a 
board representing the Line and all 
Corps of the naval service, it has been 
decided to hold up decision of making an 
officer cut until the group can consider 
the problem. As the other problems be- 
fore the board will probably require ex- 
tended study, it is expected that a pre- 
liminary report will be submitted on the 
question of officer reduction. ; 

Much interest has been evidenced in 
in the proposed study relative to “the 
amalgamation of the Line of the Navy, 


all Staff Corps of the Navy. For a num- 


| ber of years there have been officers who 


have urged that some or all of the Staff 
Corps be taken into the Line. Their 
contention is that if this were done 
fewer Staff officers would be necessary 
as officers capable of performing Line 
duties could be assigned to many of the 
assignments now being handled by Staff 
officers, with the more technical or high- 
ly specialized jobs of the Staff being 
handled by specialists in the manner the 
amalgamation of the Line and the Engi- 
neer Corps was effected years ago. The 
proponents of consolidation also see ad- 
vantages in having one Line, which they 
contend would improve morale and effi- 
ciency, by doing away with the esprit de 
corps of the various staff divisions and 
the. beaurocracy which this tends to de- 
velop. 

On the other hand, opponents of con- 
solidation take the position that divers- 
ity of duties and accomplishments now 
required of Line officers is so great that 
any change should be in the direction of 
division of duties and the creation of 
more specialists. There is general agree- 
ment that it is a good thing to have the 
matter threshed out. 

Secretary Swanson, 
by newspapermen this week, 
investigation : 

“The main principle in this whole 
thing is to have a thorough investigation 
by the Navy of what consolidations or 
changes will result in increased effi- 
ciency and increased economy. That test 
will be put to every change. I believe in 
keeping existing forms and methods that 
we have had for years unless these two 
results are achieved.

House Approves Bill 
Authorizing Furloughs 


Without even so much as reading its 
amendments, the House yesterday passed 
the Independent Officers Approuriations 
bill carrying the destructive blows at 
National Defense in the form of author- 
ity to the President to furlough officers 
on half pay, cut flying pay, cancel con- 
tracts and deny the customary year’s 
pay to Naval Academy graduates for 
whom there are no vacancies, 

The vote on the bill was 249 to 118, 

rhe measure now goes to the Senate 
where final approval doubtless will be 
given to the administration's wishes. 

he provisions contained in the bill 
which concern the National Defense pol- 
icy are: 

“The President is authorized to place 
on furlough such officers of the Army, 
Marine Corps, Public Health Service, 
Coast Guard, or Coast and Geodetic Sur- 
vey, as he, in his discretion, shall deem 
desirable. While on furlough, ofticers 
Shall receive one half the pay to which 
they would otherwise have been entitled, 
but shall not be entitled to any allow- 
ance except for travel to their homes.” 
ty "he President is authorized, in his 
discretion, to suspend the extra pay or 
reduce the rate of extra pay allowed to 
commissioned officers, warrant ofticers, 
and enlisted men of the Army, Navy, 
Marine Corps, and Coast Guard while 
on flying duty, and to distinguish be- 
tween degrees of hazard in various types 
of flying duty and make different rates 
of extra pay applicable thereto: Pro- 
vided, That no such rate shall be in ex- 
cess of $1,440 per annum.” 

“So much of the Act of August 5, 1882 
(22 Stat. 285), as is contained in the pro- 
viso at the end of section 1057, title 34, 
United States Code, is hereby amended 
by repealing the words “and one year’s 
sea pay,” so that the said proviso will 
read as follows: ‘Provided, That if there 
be a surplus of graduates, those who do 
not receive such appointments shall be 
given a certificate of graduation and an 
honorable discharge.’ ” 

Meanwhile throughout the Army, in 
Washington and in the field, morale is 


at a low ebb. The threat of retirements 
and furloughs hanging over their heads 


has had a demoralizing effect. 

It is said that no further steps have 
been taken between the Bureau of the 
sudget and the War Department to 


make final the cuts ordered some time 
ago by that bureau and which have been 
the subject of discussion between the 
War Department, the White House and 
the Budget Bureau. 


There seems to be a feeling of cer- 


tainty that the President will invoke the 
old law of June 30, 1882, which provides 
that “Wher any officer * * * is 62 years 
old he may be retired from active ser- 
vice at the discretion of the President.”

Public protest against the proposed reduction in the officer and enlisted 
strength and in National Guard and Keserve activities continues to grow in 
volume. From all sections of the country patriotic citizens, aroused over the 
dangers involved in such a program, have communicated their views to the Presi- 
dent and to their representatives in Washington. 

Particularly have local civic fraternal and patriotic societies voiced their 
opposition to the reduction. Resolutions calling upon Senators and Congressmen 
to fight against the cuts have been in every mail. Especially encouraging to those 
interested in the maintenance of a capable National Defense is the action of muny 
of these organizations in appointing a military affairs committee to keep informed 
upon the state of nationa) security. The establishment of committees of this sort 
by chambers of commerce, boards of trade, Rotary, Kiwanis and like clubs is 
believed to have a salutary effect in keeping the public informed in defense matters. 





Of much significance is the action of Florida State Legislature in passing a 
resolution in protest to the cuts. 

The resolutions set forth: “Whereas the Legislature of the State of 
Florida believes that the maintenance of an adequate national defense has one 
of the first claims on government, being one of the five purposes recited in the 
preamble to the United States Constitution as the reason for agreeing to that docu- 
ment, and is opposed to any of the proposed measures contemplating the elimina- 
tion of the field training for the National Guard, either temporarily or permanently, 
as well as to the reduction to any degree, temporarily or permanently, of the 
number of authorized drills for the National Guard, and believes that the present 
ofticer personnel of the Regular Army is needed to properly train the National 
Guard, Reserve Officers’ Training Corps, citizens’ military training camps and 
Officers’ Reserve Corps, us well as function as instructors in our schools, and is of 
the opinion that the Citizens’ Military Training Camps serve not only as a means 
for training the young men, but is a relief against unemployment as well for the 
period covered by such camps each year; Now, therefore, be it 

“Resolved by the house of representatives (the senate concurring), That the 
Legislature of the State of Florida most earnestly protests against any of the

Personalities and Personal Rela- 
tionships in the American 
Expeditionary Forces

In the second month after our arrival 
in France, the 17th Engineers landed 
at St. Nazaire. It was a fine regiment 
under a fine colonel. John S. Sewell, a 
graduate of West Point, who had gone 


into civil life some years before the 
war. Nevertheless, it would have 
figured as but one more among many 


good regiments with good colonels that 
were so numerous as to be the accepted 
standard, but for the presence in it of 
one great personality. Over twenty-five 
years before Lieutenant Pershing of the 
6th Cavalry, had served a tour as 
military instructor at the University 
of Nebraska at Lineoln. <A _ struggling 
lawyer of the town was Charles Gates 
Dawes, destined to become one of the 
very conspicuous figures of our time. 
the two young men, unmarried, similar 
in tastes, nearly of an age and almost 
equally impecunious, formed a_ friend- 
ship that still endures. In 1917, Dawes, 
in the meantime became a prosperous 
banker of Chicago, for which he had 
abandoned the law, was of an age and 
importance to his community that, in 
the case of thousands of other men, 
furnished a justification for remaining 
ut home. He, however, resurrected a 
youthful experience in railroad _ engi-

_General Pershing found the Allies 
bidding against each other for muni- 


tions in the restricted markets of Allied 
and neutral countries. Our own Supply 
Chiefs, true to the independence of func- 
tion in which they had been bred, began 
the same expensive effort, with no co- 
ordination and no regard for priority 
of needs. One would bid high prices 
in open market for materials which 
might be on hand unusued and unneed- 
ed in another branch of our own sup- 
ply. General Pershing sent for Lieu- 
tenant Colonel Dawes, his lawyer 
trained business friend of long expe- 
rience, already well known to the Allies 
as the banker of Chicago whose bank 
am = the subscription for the Anglo- 
rench 


! loan, and gave him the task 
of coordinating the purchases of the 
Whole command in Allied and neutral 


markets. He wore the title of General 
Purchasing Agent, but never personally 
made a purchase. In time there were 
alded to his responsibilities many other

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activities, such as the Accounting Bu- 
reau of Accounts, Rents, Requisitions 
and Claims, the civilian labor and the 
American membership on the Inter-Al- 
lied Board of Military Supply. 

General Dawes acquired few military 
characteristics: during his time in uni- 
form, fewer than he thought he did, 
but his usefulness, loyalty and direct- 
action efficiency never slackened for a 
moment. 
shing as the “John” of Lincoln days 
and usually addressed him that way. 
Yet he would have fought like a tiger 
to defend the dignity and respect due 
the Commander-in-Chief from anyone 
under all circumstances. His was at all 
times the noble and steadfast heart and, 
if military channels meant little to him, 
his official performance left nothing to 
be desired. THis direct access to the 
General occasionally put a little strain 
on the military conventionalities, and, 
as the boys sometimes said, he operated 
from a position “out on a limb.” Mean- 
time, Dawes and Harbord became close 
friends and, when the latter went to 
command the Services of Supply where 
Dawes nominally belonged, personal re- 
lationship again played a part in secur- 
ing unvarying cooperation and conform- 
ity from the General Purchasing Agent. 
In time Colonel Dawes became a Briga- 
dier General, and terminated a career 
of usefulness in France, where no one 
could have replaced him, with the final 
negotiation of the sale of our AEF sup- 
plies to France, with accompanying set- 
tlement of all claims of the French 


against the American Expeditionary 
Forces. General Dawes’ subsequent 
brilliant and useful career is a logical 


sequence to the service he rendered his 
country in the World War. 

Maj. Gen. John Biddle, an engineer 
of long experience, an outstanding officer 
of his corps, and a former Superintend- 
ent of West Point, came over early in 
the summer of 1917, with a brigade of 
engineers which was assigned with the 
British. Its units were soon separated 
and General Biddle became virtually a 
liaison officer at British General Head- 
quarters. In September of that year 
Maj. Gen. Hugh L. Scott, Chief of Staff 
of the Army, was retired for age. I 
remember one September Sunday re- 
minding General Pershing of that fact, 
and telling him I thought he might ex- 
pect a request to recommend a successor 
to him. He replied that, singularly 
enough, he had just received a letter 
from the Secretary of War stating that 
General Bliss, who himself was to reach 
retiring age in three months, was to 
succeed General Scott, and asking Gen- 
eral Pershing if General Biddle could 
be spared for the position of the Assist- 
ant, only one then, to the Chief of Staff. 
We discussed General Biddle for a mo- 
ment, of whom we both held high opin- 


ion, General Pershing having known 
him intimately for many years. It 
seemed that if General Biddle were a 


success as an Assistant, he was probably 
in line for Chief of Staff. With every 
fine quality of loyalty,, squareness, in- 
telligence and experience. he was past 
the age of greatest energy. We were 
reluctantly of the opinion that he lacked 
a little of the iron which would be 
needed for the senior place, but thought 
that with an Assistant who had it the 
combination would be an excellent one. 
General March at once came to the 
mind of both of us as an exemplar of 
the complementary qualification needed. 

General Pershing recommended Bid- 
dle for Assistant, and if later made 
Chief of Staff, suggested that General 
March be made the Assistant. (General 
Biddle was ordered to Washington and 
became Assistant Chief of Staff, acting 
as Chief much of the time through Gen- 
eral Bliss’ absence in Europe on the 
Supreme War Council. Secretary 
Baker, who had known and thought 
well of General March, evidently ap- 
proved General Pershing’s letter regard- 
ing him. Early in 1918, General Biddle 
was returned to Europe and became 
commander of the SOS Section in En- 
gland. Major General March was or. 
dered home to be made Chief of Staff, 
and held the position until June 30, 
1921. 

He had come to France in July, 1917. 
As an experienced artilleryman of long

service he was assigned by General Per- 
shing to command the Artillery Train- 
ing Camp at Valdahon and the Army 
Artillery of the First Army. Valdahon's 
importance to the American Expedi- 
tionary Forces was great and by no 
means to be estimated by its distance 
from the center of the stage. General 
March’s untiring energy and driving 
force made it a center of activity. 

The new Chief of Staff was now going 
to a position which any officer should 
be proud to occupy, even though at the 
cost of an opportunity to command 
troops in the theater of war. It was 
one—the number two and less conspicu- 
ous—of the two high positions of trans- 


cendental importance in our military 
organization in the greatest war in 


which our country has ever engaged. 
The laurel is an outdoor plant, and sel- 
dom blooms from an office desk. Gen. 
eral March left no doubt in the minds 
of those of us who had contact with 
him in his last days in France, that 
he turned his back on the Western 
Front with great regret, and only in 
obedience to orders. He would have 


been less a soldier if he had not con- 
tinued to feel that regret throughout 
the war. Even a more sweet-tempered 


man than the new Chief of Staff might 
have found it impossible to bear that 
keenest disappointment that can come 
to a soldier, without some bitterness 
and resentment. Future historians are 
so sure to take this into consideration 
in accounting for some of his official 
actions. that there seems no impropriety 
in the present speaker giving it some 
weight. 

It is not too much to say that there 
should have been but a single motive 
actuating the War Department in 1917 
and 1918 and that was to do everything 
possible in every way to contribute to 
the success of the American arms. The 
whole war machinery existed only in 
order that we might do our full share 
in winning the war. The proper policy 
and the duty of the new Chief of Staff 
might have been stated in the simple 
sentence that he was to support the 
Commander-in-Chief of the American 
Expeditionary Forces in every proper 
way. The prestige that comes from 
being the Chief Military Advisor to the 
President and the Secretary of War is 
very great. The presumption that when 
he speaks it is by that authority is very 
seldom questioned by the Army and is, 
therefore, the more carefully to be 
guarded. The wording of official mes- 
sages from the new Chief of Staff very 
quickly took on a rasping and irritating 
method of expression. This surely re- 
flected no mood of Secretary of War 
Baker. If merely a mannerism it was 
most deplorable. If it was the indica- 
tion of a belief, then not yet stated in 
words, that General March himself, 
personally, was the military superior 
of the Commander-in-Chief AEF, it was 
worse, for such a belief had no justifi- 
cation in either law or custom of the 
service. 

In delaying, for example, the promo- 
tion of Colonel Malone, who, as Assist- 
ant Chief of Staff in charge of training, 
had differed from him on the matter of 
Artillery training, though of course the 
Chief of Staff under the. law could 
neither grant nor withhold promotion 
except by authority of the Secretary of 
War, General March said to General 
Pershing substantially: “I” was not 
satisfied with the way he performed his 
duty as your Staff Officer. General Per- 
shing had been satisfied with it, and 
month after month had urged his pro- 
motion. An injustice was done General 
Malone. He was put out of step with 
the officers of his own time by his de- 
layed promotion, and his career has suf- 
fered cruelly from it. A military ad- 
visor and mouthpiece to the Secretary 
of War, and that in the cold meaning 
of the law is all that a Chief of Staff 
is. set himself in judgment on the needs 
of the American Expeditionary Forces 
as urgently stated by the responsible 
Commander-in-Chief, and presumed to 
grant or withhold what the latter said 
was necessary to their success.

for the Chief of Staff of the Army. 
When Major General March became 
Chief of Staff in the spring of 1918, his 
temporary rank became that of General, 
and as such he was junior to General 
Pershing by about half a year. Every 
attribute of command attached to the 
grade as held by General Pershing. No 
attribute of command attached to it as 
held by General March, except that as 
Chief of Staff he could give orders in 
his own name to the War Department 
General Staff. In every other function 
he performed he spoke only by the 
authority of the Secretary of War. 
Regulations then, as now, provided that 
the Chief of Staff as such takes prece- 
dence of all other officers of the Army— 
that is. he precedes them on all official 
and ceremonial occasions. This prece- 
dence carries no authority to give an 
order to any officer not a member of 
the War Department General Staff, ex- 
cept by giving it in the name of the 
Secretary of War. In the light of the 
very interesting book published by Gen- 
eral March in 1932, there can be no 
doubt now that he thought himself the 
military superior of General Pershing, 
and competent to give him orders by 
virtue of the authority inherent in such 
military superiority. Without warrant 
of law for the belief of such authority 
inherent in his rank or office, he may 
have convinced himself that some ves- 
tige of it adhered to him by virtue of 
being the vehicle of transmission for 
the commanding authority of the Sec- 
retary of War. It is as though the tele- 
graph wire became glorified by carrying 
an important message. 

Whatever the rasping tone of General 
March's cablegrams, however much his. 
compulsory removal from the theater 
of war may have soured a disposition 
none too amiable, and however much 
the intoxicating aura that surrounds 
the office of the Secretary of War may 
have contributed to his hallucination of 
military superiority over General Per- 
shing, the fact remains that no Chief 
of Staff who ever sat in our War De- 
partment exceeded him in driving force 
and ability to get things done. Beset 
by newspaper men, hectored and inter- 
rupted by the elected Senators and Rep- 
resentatives of the people, and with the 
million details of the administrative 
end of a great war as his responsibility, 
General March kept his mind and body 
on his tremendous task, and well ac- 
complished it. His country owed him 
more than the omnibus legislation which 
restored his war-time rank in retire- 
ment with hundreds of others.

The Army and the CCC 


“We are giving opportunity of employ- 
ment to one-quarter of a million of the 
unemployed, especially the young men 
who have dependents, to go into the 
forestry and flood prevention work. This 
is a biy task because it means feeding, 
clothing and caring for nearly twice as 
many men as we have in the regular 
army itself. * * * This great group of 
men have entered upon their work on a 
purely voluntary basis, no military train- 
ing is involved.” 


Thus spoke President Roosevelt in an 
address this week. Although he didn’t 
say so, this huge project is almost en- 
tirely in the hands of the Army, and the 
“feeding, clothing and caring” for the 
Civilian Conservation Corps recruits has 
gone forward with dispatch and effi- 
ciency. 

To date some 52,000 men have been 
inducted into the Corps and are being 
cared for by the Army. Under the plans, 
everything but the actual recruiting and 
the direction of the men in forestry 
work is handled by the Army. The ser- 
vice takes the recruits as they are en- 
rolled by local relief agencies, “condi- 
tions” them for the physical labor to 
come later in the forests and instills 
a mild form of discipline. After a month 
of this “conditioning” the Army takes 
them tv forest areas designated by the 





Department of Agriculture, and they 
selects and constructs the camps. 

The camps are officered by Army per. 
sonnel, the morale, welfare and discipline 
of the Corps depending upon officer 
detailed for these duties. The health of 
the mer. depends upon Army doctors, the 
spiritual welfare upon Army chaplain: 
The Chief of Finance of the Army ; 
handling all fiscal arrangements for th 
Civilian Conservation Corps, while th 
Quartermaster Corps is in charge o 
feeding and housing the men. Just thi 
week the Adjutant General was charge 
with administration of all welfare actiy. 
ities of the camps. 

And while the Army has carried for. 
ward the manifold details of its part of 
the task without a hitch, actual start of 
work has been held up in numeroys 
cases due to delays in locating the 
camps, Of the 52,000 recruits enrolled, 
but 7,000 are actually at work in the for. 
ests. Of the others, while many are stil] 
undergoing “conditioning,” others are 
not yet in camps because the Federaj 
and State forestry agencies have been 
unable to agree as to which areas should 
be cultivated. 

Local relief agencies which have 
charge of the enrollment of recruits have 
been flooded with applicants. The first 
eall was for 25,000 and a second call 
has not been necessary so far, for there 
were double the number of qualified ap 
plicants for the first allotment. Con. 
plaints have been heard of the method 
of selecting recruits. In the larger 
cities, notably New York, there have 
been charges that political preferment 
has governed who has been enrolled. 

Plans of the War Department made 
known this week for the recreational ac 
tivities of the camps include two talking 
motion picture programs per camp per 
week. This service will be supplied by 
portable projection equipment mounted 
on small trucks, each truck serving an 
average of three camps. A system of 
travelling libraries will be _ initiated 
while daily newspapers, both section and 
national and a number of weekly and 
monthly fiction magazines will be sup 
plied to each camp. 

Radios will be supplied each camp by 
the Army. Athletics are planned with 
the equipment coming from Army posts. 
General and _ vocational educational 
courses, as provided in Army Regula- 
tions for enlisted men, will be held 
Another Army feature to be set up are 
camp exchanges, which will correspond 
to the post exchange.

Navy Shore Stations Cut 


Secretary of the Navy Swanson has 
issued instructions to the Naval service 
for the operation of the shore establish- 
ment of the Navy during the coming fis- 
cal year in order to conform with the 
reduced appropriations which will be 
available. 

Under the Secretary’s order, approxi- 
mately $18,000,000 of the $53,000,000 cut 
will be effected by the reductions in 
shore stations. The instructions follow: 
From: The Secretary of the Navy. 

To: All Naval and Marine Corps Activ- 
ities Concerned. 

Subject: Reduction in Expenditures for Fis- 
eal Year 1934. 

1. The Budget for the fiscal year 1934 has 
been drastically reduced and the limit of 
$270,000,000 has been fixed as the sum-total 
of Naval appropriations which may be with- 
drawn from the Treasury during the fiscal 
year. This reduction necessitates a drastic 
curtailment of activities, both ashore and 
afloat. In making reductions in expenditures 
on shore for the fiscal year 1934, the follow- 
ing general principles will govern: 

(a) The Navy Yards at New York, Norfolk 
Mare Island, Puget Sound and Cavite will 
be maintained for service to the Fleet. The 
Navy Yard, Pearl Harbor, will be continued 
as at present. The status of the Navy Yards 
at Portsmouth, Boston, Philadelphia and 
Charleston is dependent upon availability of 
funds for new construction. Additional in- 
structions will be issued as soon as prac- 
ticable. 

(b) Only such radio stations and direction 
finder stations as may be necessary to carry 
out the policy of the Department will be 
retained. 

(c) Expenditures on officers’ quarters and 
barracks, for repairs, upkeep and grounds, 
will be reduced to the absolute minimum. 

(d) Restrict passenger automobiles and 
passenger carrying small boats; suspend re- 
placement of trucks and reduce overhauls; 
suspend replacement of locomotives and rail- 
road equipment; suspend replacements of 
all construction equipment for buildings and 
grounds, ete.; suspend alterations and im- 
provements to buildings and structures, limit 
repairs of vital items to a minimum and 
specific amount; suspend replacements of all 
plant facilities. 

(e) Reduce recruiting stations, receiving 
ships and stations, training stations and 
schools, to a minimum necessary to meet the 
requirements of the Fleet. 

(f) Close unnecessary commissary stores. 

(zg) Reduce activities at all Naval Reserve 
Aviation Bases to that required for voluntary 
training or close entirely to bare mainte- 
nance status. 

(h) Concentrate independent purchasing, 
disbursing and other activities in nearest 
Navy Yard or Station, to fullest extent prac- 
ticable. 

2. In conformity with the foregoing prin- 
ciples the status of the following shore ac- 
tivities will be changed as indicated: 

Naval Training Station, Newport, R. I.— 
Reduce to bare maintenance status. Maintain 
War College. 

Navy Purchasing Office, Newport, R. I.— 
Consolidate with Supply Department, Tor- 
pedo Station. 

Naval Supply Depot, Brooklyn, N. Y.— 
Reduce to bare maintenance status but main- 
tain Clothing Factory.

The Marine Corps 


The prospect of consolidation of the 
Marine Corps into the Line of the Navy 
is being faced by officers of that service 
as a board of officers directed to con- 
sider and recommend relative to the 
amalgamation of the Line of the Navy, 
of the Marine Corps and of certain or 
all Staff Corps of the Navy,” meets at 
the Navy Department. 

In view of the talk, rather pronounced 
during the past year, as to possible abol- 
ishment of the Marines, some officers see 


the projected general study as being | 


directed at the Marine Corps, with the 
view of wiping it out of existence. Other 
heads, however, scoff at this, and hold 
the belief that if any amalgamation 
is recommended it will affect the other 
Staff Corps rather than the Marines, 
and that the “sea-soldiers” will be left 
separate. The recent report of the 
House Naval Affairs Committee. made 
last winter after lengthy hearings on 
the subject, urging maintenance of the 
Corps, is pointed out by those officers. 

That the proposition will be consid- 
ered fairly and on its merits is assured, 
with the Assistant Secretary of the Navy 
Henry L. Roosevelt, a Marine officer for 
20 years, president of the board, and 
Col. D. C. McDougal, USMC, represent- 
ing his Corps. 

Secretary of the Navy Swanson, when 
asked by the press this week as to 





whether the Marines would cease to 
exist if the board recommends amalga. 
mation into the Line of the Navy. said: 

“It could not cease to exist as long as 
Congress does not give me authority to 
amalgamate it. The things that I want 
to do and have the authority to do, | 
will do. Things that I have not the 
authority to do, I will report to Congress, 

Suppose Congress give you authority 
to carry out the report of this Board and 
amalgamate the Marine Corps with the 
general line of the Navy. would the 
Marine Corps cease to exist. he was then 
asked. 

“T would have to reach a conclusion,” 
the Secretary replied. “In my opinion 
the bigger would swallow the smaller,” 

“The Marine Corps duties then would 
be performed by Line officers?” he was 
asked. 

“The Marine Corps officers could stil] 
have the duties.” was the reply. “It 
might not disturb them or it might. If 
this Board makes the report and I don't 
think it will accomplish these two things 
—inereased efficiency and _ increased 
economy—I won't do anything.” 





Cutting the Services 

Looming prominently in the discus- 
sions as to the Army and Navy budget 
reductions is the figure of Alvin MeD. 
Brown, assistant to the director of the 
budget. 

A former clerical employee of the War 
Department and Emergency officer. later 
a manufacturer, and then an associate 
and adviser to Bernard Baruch, Mr. 
Brown has been credited as being the 
author of the plan to reduce appropria- 
tions for the Army, by furloughing or 
retiring 4,000, dismissing some 15,000 
enlisted men. and cancellation of reserve 
and National Guard training. 

Mr. Brown himself denies having any 
plan to cut the Army, stating that the 
Budger of the Budget has given the War 
Denartment a tentative figure to cut. and 
declares that “all we are interested in 
is balancing the budget—dollars and 
cents.” The manner in which the War 
Department makes these reductions is 
up to them, he says. 

At the War Department. however. it 
is wondered if that is so, how the legis- 
lation giving the President authority to 
furldugh officers was born, where all the 
information given out at the White 
House as to cutting the Army had its 
source. The Department has given ab- 
solutely no thought to such plan and 
will not even consider it unless directed 
to do so. 

It is an open secret that the Navy’s 
first plan for making reductions was re 
jected by the Bureau of the Budget with 
directions to make personne! rather than 
materiel reductions. 

The man who is being given credit for 
the proposal, possibly unjustly. has been 
with the bureau of the budget but a 
short time. He came in with the Demo- 
eratic machine in March as assistant to 
director Douglas. Described by some as 
an emmissary of Bernard Baruch. de- 
tailed to carry out his ideas for curtail- 
ment of governmental expenditures. Mr. 
Brown declares that he is simply one of 
the assistants to Mr. Douglas and that 
his duties are whatever is given over fo 
him by the Director. When asked

PRESIDENT ROOSEVELT, IN directing investigations in connection with the 
reorganization of the Army and the Navy and Marine Corps, has two clear purposes 
in view. The first is the execution of the pledge in the Democratic platform, which 
reads: “A Navy and an Army adequate for National Defense, based on a survey 
of all facts affecting the existing establishments, that the people in time of peace 
may not be burdened by an expenditure fast approaching a billion dollars annually.” 
In accord with this promise is the second, and really, the primary, purpose: Sup- 
port of the President's purpose to reduce the expenditures for the Navy by $53,000,- 
000 and the Army by $90,000,000, and in connection therewith to furlough officers 
and discharge men of both Services. 

We have pointed out repeatedly the falsity of the suggestion in the plank that 
the expenditures for National Defense were “fast approaching a billion dollars.” 
As a matter of fact the aggregate appropriations for the fiscal year beginning 
July 1, were only $650,000,000, and that sum, as the sharpest scrutiny applied by 
Congressional Committees established, was the lowest under which the existing 
and, we say it advisedly, inadequate forces ashore and afloat could be maintained. 
In spite of advice to the contrary, the Director of the Budget, acting with the 
knowledge and approval of the President, has directed that $153,000,000 be not 
spent. This means that the total available for maintenance of National Defense 
during tie next fiscal year will be less than $500,000,000. 

To obey the tentative decision of the President, and to back it up by expert 
opinion, Secretary Swanson in addition to terminating and arresting various activ- 
ities, has created a Board with sweeping authority to investigate and recommend 
reorganization, amalgamation and—and this is the milk in the cocoanut—attrition. 
It is expected that a like board will be appointed for the Army with similar 
authority. Although Mr. Swanson announced that the two objects he had in view 
are “increased efficiency and increased economy,” which in other words are a 
suggestion for further cuts, the fact remains that the Boards, in their judgment, 
must take into consideration the strength essential for the protection of the United 
States and its interesis and definitely recommend the number of officers and men 
for each Service. Of course, the Chairmen of the Boards will have a great deal 
to do with procedure, and they will be political appointees of the President; but, 
after all, the great responsibility rests upon the members of determining for the 
country not only the character but the strength of the organizations, and we 
suggest that it is their patriotic duty, in considering economy, to emphasize that 
there is no greater extravagance and waste than the maintenance of forces unable 
in time of peace to prepare for war or to defend the territory and interests of the 
Nation when war comes. 





IT WILL BE ADMITTED EVEN BY astute politicians that the creation of the 
Boards was a clever move and unless National Defense advocates be awake, will 
achieve the purpose to divert the public sentiment that has been aroused against 
the personnel cuts tentatively agreed upon by the President. Even Secretary 
Swanson, in his statement accompanying the'announcement of the Naval Board’s 
appointment, states he may or may not do anything when he shall review its find- 
ings. Here again, we call attention to the care with which the Administration is 
listening to public sentiment. An example of its sensitive reaction is furnished 
by the liberalization of Veterans’ cuts provoked by the protests from all parts of 
the country. We know the President and his advisers have been searching for 
officers of reputation to sustain the plan to slash expenditures and furlough and 
discharge officers and men. They have been unsuccessful, except in the case of 
Major General Hagood and Admiral Pratt, Chief of Naval Operations, who agreed 
to the furlough of 750 officers of the Navy and the discharge of 2,000 men. It was 
this action on the part of that officer which created considerable embarrassment 

. for the Army, since it was suggested with more or less legic that if the Navy 
could drop personnel why could not the land establishment do likewise? But it 
appears that even Admiral Pratt offered his suggestion with the greatest reluctance, 
and little support from a public point of view has developed to his obedience to 
the peremptory orders he received. In order to arrest the rising tide of public 
sentiment sweeping against it, the Administration recalled the democratic platform 
and determined upon the survey which it hopes will provide the soothing syrup 
for the public. In other words, politics are playing their part in what Representa- 
tive Goss, during debate in the House of Representatives this week, described as 
“one of the most precious things that we have.” 





THE VALUE OF THE SERVICES in time of peace is demonstrated anew by 
the experience of the Administration with the Civilian Conservation Corps. That 
Corps, formed by acceptance of applicants from the ranks of the unemployed, was 
to be handled in the original inception of the program, by the Labor Department 
and by the Agricultural Department, under which forestry operations are conducted. 
Those Departments were forced to admit their inability to solve the problems 
involved in the recruiting and handling of the 250,000 men to be accepted for 
employment, and passed the buck to the “poor old Army.” Let us see the results: 
In his radio address last Sunday night, the President impressed upon his audience 
that there was no military training involved in this enterprise. That is correct. 
But the President did not say that the Army is recruiting, feeding, clothing, and 
housing the conservationists; that its surgeons are examining them and watching 
over their health; that its Chaplains are safeguarding their morals, helping them 
to discharge their religious duties, and providing for their recreation. The Army 
even has been called upon to supervise the camps to be established in the forests. 
It is worthy of comment that the excellent work the Army is doing is being done 
by officers threatened by furlough and enlisted men who are receiving $17.85 per 
month as against the $30 given to the conservationists.

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SERVICE NEWS AND GOSSIP 


Vacancies—The long drawn out delay in filling general officer 
vacancies in the Army has served to intensify interest. There are 12 vacancies 
to be filled. 

On Jan. 7, 1932, the White House sent to the Senate the nomination of Col. 
Alfred T. Smith, Inf., to be a brigadier general vice Brig. Gen. Paul A. Wolfe, 
effective Dec. 31, 1982. That nomination was never confirmed because of the 
Democratic policy of holding up nominations in which the Republicans had exer- 
cised discretionary powers of selection. That vacancy never has been filled, 
ulthough it was created at the close of the last year. 

Last December the President sent to the Senate for confirmation the names 
of five officers to fill prospective vacancies. These never were confirmed, because 
of political reasons, and consequently died on March 4. Those unconfirmed nomi- 
nations (the vacancies for which still exist) were Col. Albert E. Truby, MC, USA, 
to be brigadier general, assistant to the Surgeon General, Jan. 1, 1933, vice Brig. 
Gen. Edward L. Munson, who retired Dec. 31, 1982; Col. Creed F. Cox, FA, to be 
chief, Bureau of Insular Affairs, Jan. 9, 1933, vice Brig. Gen. Francis LeJ. Parker, 
whose term there expired; Col. Francis LeJ. Parker to be brigadier general of 
the line, Feb. 1, 1933, vice Brig. Gen. Samuel D. Rockenbach, who retired Jan. 31, 
1933; Brig. Gen. James F. McKinley to be major general, The Adjustant General, 
vice Maj. Gen. Charles H. Bridges, whose term expired; Col. Edgar T. Conley to 
be brigadier general, Assistant The Adjutant General, Feb. 2, 1933, vice Brig. Gen. 
James F. McKinley, who was to step up. 

Since then more vacancies have been created for which no nominations have 
been made. Maj. Gen. Edgar T. Collins died Feb. 10, creating a vacaney for a 
major general, the filling of which would create another vacancy in the grade of 
brigadier general. The death of Brig. Gen. Harry Burgess on March 18 and the 
retirement of Brig. Gen. Robert McCleave on March 31 created two more vacancies. 

The tours of Maj. Gen. Stephen O. Fuqua, as Chief of Infantry, and of Maj. 
Gen. Harry L. Gilchrist, as Chief of the Chemical Warfare Service, expired March 
2S, but were extended until May 4 by an interpretation of the law that their 
terms were to date from the date of confirmation instead of date of acceptance 
These two branches now are without chiefs. 

Thus there are twelve important Army posts vacant: one major general and 
five brigadier generalcies of the line and six chiefs and assistant chiefs of branches.

Field Artillery Miniature Gun.—Only recently the Field Artillery put itself to the 
forefront by bringing out the so-called Ford Battery in which light trucks of the 
Ford or Chevrolet type replace the gun team for draft purposes, thereby effecting a 
great saving in initial expense and upkeep, a material reduction in battery personnel 
and increasing the speed of mobilization and training. This involved a modification 
in the running gear of the standard light guns to fit it for more rapid travel than 
when horse-drawn. 

To Major General Harry G. Bishop, Chief of Field Artillery, must be given the 
credit not only for the basic idea of utilization of light trucks for draft purposes, 
but for originating the gun carriage modifications which are simple and inexpensive. 
In this work, he was most ably assisted by the Quartermaster and Ordnance De- 
partments. 

This motorization idea has already been accepted by the Militia Bureau, which, 
having funds available, is motorizing a large proportion of the National Guard light 
Field Artillery at a monetary saving that is most important in these days of meagre 
appropriations. 

General Bishop now comes forward with a miniature “gun” for the training 
of battery officers in field artillery firing, the basic principles of which he worked 
out recently while a patient in Walter Reed General Hospital. 

The apparatus consists of a one-inch tube, or barrel, firing a one-inch steel ball 
bearing which is propelled by the explosion of a 22-calibre blank cartridge. This 
projectile passes over a trajectory which is one one-hundredth of that of the stand- 
ard field gun. The projector is mounted in trunnions on a pedestal capable of moving 
the projector in azimuth and of giving the projector the necessary elevation for 
angle of site and range by suitable hand wheels. A seat is provided on this “gun 
carriage” for the standard panoramic sight by which deflection and deflection differ-

A graduated range scale enables the proper range to be set 
off. The apparatus weighs only a few pounds and quantity cost of manufacture 
will be about $25.00 apiece. The ball bearings used as projectiles cost about $50. 
per thousand, and, inasmuch as they can be used over and over, the cost of opera. 
tion is limited to that of the 22-calibre blanks which is only a few cents per hun. 
dred. Four of these “guns” will constitute a battery and it is proposed to issue 
one such battery to each Field Artillery battery in the regular service, the National 
Guard and to each R.O.T.C. Unit. 

Only in war is service ammunition for the Field Artillery available in sufficjen, 
quantity to produce efficient field artillerists and then only at enormous eXpense 
With this apparatus, an officer may not only “prove” his firing data, practice all 
the mental gymnastics required in effecting an adjustment on his target, but actually 
fire for effect,—the latter was never possible, except on the battlefield, due to an. 
munition limitations. He may also practice “sweeps” and “barrages”, methods of 
fire heretofore interdicted by ammunition allowances. ; 

The Ordnance Department has taken a keen interest in this apparatus and jt 
is due to their skill and energy that it is an apparent success. 

While nothing but the firing of service ammunition will make a real artillerjg, 
General Bishop feels that this apparatus will bring an officer to that stage fyjjy 
equipped to prepare the correct data and go through the operations of adjustment 
with a confidence that has been sadly lacking in the past. It will also serve to keep 
alive firing proficiency during these lean years of little or no service ammunition, 

* * +* 
Commissioning Reserve Officers—The War Department has laid down a new state 
ment of policy regarding the commissioning of Reserves as follows: 

Applicants for appointment as Second Lieutenants in the Infantry, Field Arti). 
lery, Coast Artillery Corps, Cavalry, and Signal Corps Reserve, other than graduates 
of the R.O.T.C. and C.M.T.C., before being considered professionally qualified for 
such appointment are required to possess practical military training approximately 
equivalent to that acquired by a C.M.T.C. Blue Course graduate in addition to 
being proficient in the prescribed military knowledge subjects. If these applicants 
do not possess this ability as a result of appropriate and adequate prior military 
taining, they are required by regulations to demonstrate its equivalent. Inasmuch 
as the C.M.T.C. Blue Course consists of practical instruction contemplated to 
qualify the candidate to perform the duties of platoon leader and instructor ip 
practical drills, ceremonies and physical drills, especial attention being given to 
the development of leadership qualities, methods of instruction and handling men, 
it follows that if the applicant has not had appropriate and adequate prior military 
training comparable to the C.M.T.C. Blue Course, the practical test given him to 
determine ability qualifications should be in consonance with the training principles 
indicated above for Blue Course students. 

Whenever possible troops should be used in the demonstration of ability qualif- 
cations. However, if troops are not available, which will probably be the case 
in many localities where boards are convened, the board should evolve a practical 
test that will show whether or not the applicant possesses the essential qualities 
of leadership and the ability to conduct the practical drill and instruction of the 
unit he would normally command if called to active duty. This is the objective 
in the demonstration of ability qualifications. The resourcefulness of many exan- 
ining boards in working out methods of conducting such tests is indicated by 
proceedings reviewed in this office showing utilization for this purpose of their 
own members or personnel of units of the National Guard, Organized Reserves 
and others who, with permission of appropriate commanding officers, have been 
willing to volunteer their services. 

A test consisting entirely of oral questioning on the subjects included in the 
Military Knowledge examination is not acceptable as it is not believed that such 
a test can be designed that will satisfactorily accomplish the results desired. 
Similarly, enlisted service should not be accepted as evidence of satisfactory prac- 
tical military training unless the applicant has served in the grade of sergeant or 
higher and then only when it is clearly shown that the service has been of such 4 
character as to leave no doubt that it has included actual demonstration of the 
ability in leadership, instruction and handling of enlisted men that is considered 
appropriate and necessary for the appointment under consideration. Hereafter, 
the demonstration of “Ability Qualifications” for applicants for appointment in 
these Arms will be in accordance with the principles indicated above, the exact 
nature of the test in each case to be shown under the appropriate heading in the 
proceedings of the board.

ARMY ENLISTED SITUATION 


Editor, The Army and Navy Journal: 

I take exceptions to remarks made by 
“A Sergeant of Infantry” in your issue 
of March 18, 1933. I am of the opinion 
that the Sergeant, who wrote that arti- 
cle, is one of the type who greatly over- 
estimates his own importance. 

His remark in reference to Master 
Sergeants, Technical Sergeants, and 
Staff Sergeants not being real soldiers, 
but typists, who come from civil life, 
shows his ignorance of the subject he 
is writing about. Promotions to the first 
three grades in this regiment are select- 
ed from men of the next junior grade, 
who have demonstrated their ability to 
serve in that capacity, not only by being 
drill instructors (which seems to be, in 
the opinion of “an Infantry Sergeant,” 
the supreme factor, whether or not you 
are a soldier); but through a thorough 
knowledge of the grade to which he is 
promoted. 

I have served in the capacity of Ser- 
geant of Infantry in a combat company 
for many years, and believe that I was 
successful, in that I was promoted to 
a higher grade; and my opinion is, that 
a duty Sergeant of Infantry (not in- 
cluding Mess and Supply) is the easiest 
job in the Army. In fact, aside from 
Mess and Supply, which should be pro- 
moted: the grade of Sergeant could be 
entirely eliminated in a combat com- 
pany of Infantry, without affecting the 
efficiency of the Command. 

The First Sergeant and the Corporal 
are the non-commissioned officers of a 
company, who actually do the work. It 
is a well known fact, by anyone who has 
sufficient service to have been in a cam- 
paign, that a squad is the largest unit 
that can be controlled by one man in 
battle. 

I wonder if “a Sergeant of Infantry” 
ever gave a thought to the fact that 
there are several duties besides the 


weapons that comes within the duties 
of a soldier. 
I have found by personal experience 
as Regimental Sergeant Major that only 
a very small percentage of duty Ser- 
geants are qualified for the next higher 
grade; this is clearly demonstrated 
when the First Sergeant is absent from 
his organization for any reason, and the 
senior duty Sergeant takes his place. 
He speaks of the knowledge of drill 
and technical knowledge of weapons 
which a Sergeant of Infantry must have. 
That is exactly why they are drawing 
their pay as such; because, aside from 
an occasional Charge of Quarters and 
Guard, that comprises his entire duty 
as an average Sergeant. This is espe- 
cially true of married men, whose in- 
terests are elsewhere than the squad 
room. 
I do not wish to be misunderstood, 
there are non-commissioned officers in 
the grade of Sergeant who deserve pro- 
motion, and they usually achieve such 
promotion in less than ten years service. 
It is, as a rule, the non-commissioned 
officer, who over-estimates his own im- 
portance and ability, and feels that he 
is greatly underpaid, who fails to gain 
such promotion. Can it be “a Sergeant 
of Infantry” is merely belly-aching be- 
eause he has not reached the coveted 
third grade after ten years of service? 
Now as to the pay schedule suggested 
in his article. It is natural that every- 
one wants to draw as much money as 
possible; but, if he will consult records 
of 1918 and before (when cost of living 
was higher than it is now), and look 
over the rate of pay at that time, I 
think he may agree with me, that we 
are fairly lucky at that.

The Merchant Marine 
(Foreign Trade—Merchant Marine News) 


Recent discussions of the Govern- 
ment’s relation to the shipping business 
have brought to light some interesting 
facts as to the financial considerations 
involved in aiding the American Mer- 
chant Marine. 

Outstanding among these facts is that 
unlike financial transactions in private 
business, the Government has a_ prior 
claim on all the services of the ship- 
ping industry in the event of emergency. 
A ship may be “drafted” to assist in 
relief in any national emergency, in- 
cluding war, abandoning schedules and 
its regular business until further no- 
tice. 

All plans and specifications for a ship 
must be submitted and approved before 
a loan is granted. Practically all mod- 
ern merchant vessels are required to 
incorporate construction features that 
will enable the Government to convert 
the ships to military use on short no- 
tice. 

Before the Shipping Board can ad- 
vance one cent of public money to a 
borrower proposing to build a merchant 
ship, the latter must pay the shipbuilder 
one-fourth the cost of the ship. The 
Government has the first mortgage on 
each and every vessel for whose con- 
struction it has loaned public money. 
The ship-owner can place no lien of any 
kind on this equity.

PHILIPPINE FIELD MEET 

The Philippine Amateur Athletic Fed- 
eration held its annual Track and Field 
Meet during the month of February, 
1933. The Army teams ,as usual, showed 
up in fine form and took first place in 
total points scored. 

In the Track Meet the Army took 2nd 
place with 30 points, while first place 
was taken by the University of the 
Philippines with 47 points. In this meet 
Casia, of the Army, broke the Far East- 
ern mark in the 110-meter high hurdles 
by covering the distance in 15 seconds 
flat. The former Far Eastern mark was 
15.4 seconds and the Philippines mark 
was 15.5. The Army contingent also took 
first place in the shot-put, 2nd and 4th 
places in the pole vault, 2nd and 3rd 
places in the 10,000-meter run, and 3rd 
and 4th places in the javelin throw. In 
the Field Meet Army scored 21 points to 
take second place to 30 points for the 
Education contingent which was first. In 
the Pentathlon contest Army placed first 
with 7 points, National University sec- 
ond with 3 points, and Education third 





with 1 point. In the Decathalon Army 
tied with the National University for 
second place, each team earning 3 points. 
First place was taken by the National 
Collegiate Athletic Association with 5 
points. The Army team scored an over- 
whelming victory in the swimming meet 
by taking 47 points while its nearest 
competitor, the University of the Philip- 
pines, won 19. 


The Army team placed first in two of’ 


the 5 championship events entered and 
second in the other three. The service 
team amassed a total of 108 points in 
the events as compared with 81 points 
scored by its nearest competitor, the Uni- 
versity of the Philippines. 





Explosives in Industry 

Students at the Engineer School, Ft. 
Humphreys, Va., recently heard an im- 
portant lecture on the subject of com- 
mercial explosives delivered by Mr. Ar- 
thur LaMotte, manager of the Techni- 
cal Section of the Explosive Department 
of the E. I. Du Pont De Nemours & Co. 

Explaining the industrial uses of ex- 
plosives, Mr. LaMott said: 

“The industrial uses of explosives list- 
ed in order of volume consumed are coal 
mining, metal mining, quarrying, road 
construction, including fill settlement 
work, and what is termed agricultural 
work, meaning such work as blasting for 
drainage and blasting stumps and boul- 
ders for clearing land. Submarine blast- 
ing for deepening channels, while very 
important. consumes a relatively small 
volume of explosives. A _ still smaller 
quantity of dynamite is used for what 
we term freak blasting, such as blowing 
down bridges, felling chimneys, tearing 
out concrete foundations, blowing down 
buildings, and the like. 

“Blowing up foundations generally in- 
volves the uses of extremely small 
charges of high explosives, a large num- 
ber of bore holes, and very great care 
as we are generally cautioned that there 
is valuable machinery around and that 
we must not break any windows. 

“Of course blasting down a house in 
the country presents no particular diffi- 
culty, especially if the house has a cel- 
lar as we can then blow the foundation 
walls into the cellar and the house will 
collapse. 

“Occasionally we are called upon to 
blast a ditch for emergency purposes to 
save a crop or divert a flood. This is 
done by loading charges of high strength, 
highly sensitive dynamite in holes, spaced 
not more than 2 feet apart in the line 
of the required ditch and then firing 
one of the charges either electrically or 
by cap and fuse, the explosion of which 
propagates to all the rest so that a 
ditch is produced almost instantaneously. 
In ordinary swamp land half a pound of 
dynamite to a hole, with holes 18 inches 
apart, will produce a ditch roughly 3 
feet deep and 5 feet across. Ditches as 
deep as 8 feet, and 30 feet wide, have 
been blasted by this propagation method 
successfully, and some of our field men 
are contemplating blasting ditches 70 
feet wide. 

“Submarine blasting requires the high- 
est possible strength and the greatest 
possible water resistance in the explo- 
sive. Consequently we use either 80 or 
90 per cent gelatin and preferably of a 
type which picks up its full velocity 
of detonation immediately instead of 
Waiting for 8 or 12 inches to obtain its 
maximum velocity. Submarine blasting 
is ticklish work as it calls for drilling, 
loading and firing without seeing the 
material that you are working on and 
it is greatly to the credit of our engi- 
neers that it is almost always success- 
fully accomplished.”

The daily average volume of Federa] 
reserve bank credit outstanding during 
the week ending May 3, as reported by 
the Federal reserve banks, was $2,436. 
000,000, a decrease of $21,000,000 com. 
pared with the preceding week and ap 
increase of $594,000,000 compared with 
the corresponding week in 1932. 

On May 3 total reserve bank credit 
amounted to $2,396,000,000, a decrease of 
$16,000,000 for the week. This decreage 
corresponds with decreases of $102,000, 
000 in member bank reserve balances 
and $40,000,006 in money in circulation 
and an increase of $2,000,000 in mone 
tary gold stock, offset in part by a de. 
crease of $117,000,000 in Treasury cur. 
rency, adjusted, and an increase of $11, 
000,000 in wunexpended capital funds, 
nonmember deposits, ete. 

Bills discounted increased $15,000,000 
at the Federal Reserve Bank of Cleve. 
land, $7.000,000 at San Francisco and

Next Monday, May 15, 1933, the War 
Department will take delivery of the 
largest order of automotive equipment 
it has entered since the World War. 

On that date the Chevrolet Motor 
will complete delivery at its

wagons to be used as personnel carriers. 


These vehicles will be used for motor- 
izing the National Guard Field Artillery 
of the 26th, 35th, 36th, 43rd and 45th 
Divisions and the 104th and 116th Field 
Artillery Regiments. 

Delivery will be f. 0. b. at the manu- 
facturer’s plant for shipment on Govern- 
ment Bill of Lading to designations ex- 
tending to 95 cities and towns spread 
over eight states. At these cities and 
towns the local Chevrolet agencies will 
completely service the vehicles, get them 
ready for operation and turn them over 
to National Guard personnel to be driven 
to their local armories. This servicing 
and preparation will be done without 
additional expense to the government ex- 
cept for the gasoline. 

The award of the contract was made 
to the General Motors Company after 
open competition on the basis of most 
rigid specifications plus price compari- 
sons. The vehicles were required to be 
capable of operation on good roads, 
“rutted roads and uneven terrain,” to be 
“of light total weight, enabling easy ex- 
trication from difficult terrain by the 
passenger personnel,” and to be “of 
sturdy construction and low cost of op- 
eration.” In addition, they were re- 
quired to afford comfortable riding for, 
in the case of the station wagons, for 
seven soldiers with full field equipment. 
The specifications required an engine of 
not less than six cylinders. The vehicles 
are standard products except for the 
auxiliary gear box which provides eight 
speeds forward and two in reverse. 

Purchase of the vehicles were made 
by the Quartermaster Department after 
award of the bids and rigid tests on 
models submitted to the Quartermaster 
Depot at Camp Holabird, Baltimore, Md. 

The purchase represents the first step 
in the Militia Bureau’s program to com- 
pletely motorize similar organizations 
throughout the company. Proponents of 
the plan point to increased efficiency and 
a large amount of savings represented 
by substituting such motor equipment for 
horse drawn equipment. Horses, they 
point out, eat every day in the week 
whether the guard use them or not, 
whereas the motor equipment uses fuel 
only when performing service. Further- 
more, they say, it simplifies training be- 
cause virtually every young man, either 
city or country bred, is familiar with 
and capable of operating motor equip- 
ment. 

In case of emergency, the National 
Guard commanders have only to go to 
their local dealers and procure addi- 
tional standard type vehicles to complete 
their war strength in materiel.

letter from Representative Lehr: 

President Franklin D. Roosevelt, 

The White House, Washington, D. C. 

Dear Mr. President: According to in- 
formation in the press and otherwise 
which I have received, it appears that a 
considerable reduction in appropriations 
for the Regular Army is being consid- 
ered, as well as for the training of the 
R. 0. T. C.,, the C. M. T. C., and Re- 
Serve officers. 

I supported your economy program be- 
cause I felt that it was perfectly justi- 
fied in view of all the circumstances and 
conditions in which we find ourselves, 
but I do wish to go on record as being 
Strongly in favor of an adequate na- 
tional defense, and I hope and trust that 
hothing will be done which in any way 
will tend to affect adequate national de- 
fense, both for the Army and Navy. I 
believe that the peace and security of 
this country should not be jeopardized 
by economy in this line, and in particu- 
lar I wish to urge that no reduction be 
made in appropriations for the training 
of the R. 0. T. C., C. M. T. C., and Re-

serve officers. I feel that because of your 
own experience during the World War 
and your intimate knowledge of the con- 
ditions as it existed then, you will agree 
with these sentiments.

The House on May 8, by a vote of 
202 to 156. adopted a special “gag” rule 
waiving all points of order against the 
officer furlough flight pay and other 
legislative provisions in the Independent 
Offices appropriation bill, and permit- 
ting none but committee amendments 
to these provisos. 

In presenting the rule, Chairman 
O'Connor of the Rules Committee apolo- 
gized to the House for bringing in such 
provisions “which may appear to some 
Members to be too drastic.” “We had 
only our duty to perform and follow out 
the wishes of the leadership of the 
Hlouse, and, as far as we could, the 
wishes of the administration,” he said. 
Answering objections by Representative 
Snell. Republican leader, that his com- 
mittee had not considered the views of 
the legislative committees Representa- 
tive O'Connor said: 

“We did not specifically take into con- 
sideration the rights of these commit- 
tees. because their rights were not 
brought to our attention. There was, 
for instance, no protest from the Com- 
mittee on Military Affairs or the Com- 
mittee on the Naval Affairs as to any of 
these sections dealing with legislation 
that might come within the jurisdiction 
of those committees.” 

In the short time allowed for debate 
on the “gag” rule several members de- 
nounced the granting of the furlough 
authority as destructive to National De- 
fense. 

Representative Ransley, a ranking 
tepublican on the Military Affairs Com- 
mittee. in announcing that he would 
vote against the rule and against the 
bill declared : 

“In the furloughing of officers no one 
knows how many are to be furloughed. 
We do not know whether it is to be 
1,000, 2.000, 3.000 or 4,000 officers. 

“In that connection permit me to state 
that a high officer of the United States 
Army appeared before the Military Af- 
fairs Committee some 10 days ago and, 
when questioned along these lines, stated 
that he had not been consulted ; he knew 
nothing about it, but if a severe cut like 
one of 2.000 or more officers was made 
by furlough, it would be utterly impossi- 
ble for the Army to function under the 
National Defense Act.” 

Representative Martin. of Massachu- 





setts, read a statement made by Vice 
President Garner in 1921 condemning 
the procedure of legislating on an ap- 
propriation bill, adding: 

“At the last session of Congress we 
almost destroyed our national defense 
by putting into the hands of the Appro- 
priations Committee power with refer- 
ence to legislative matters that should 
have been handled by the Military Af- 
fairs Committee. Today we go fur- 
ther.” 


A pre-election statement by President 
Roosevelt was read by Republican Lead- 
er Snell to condemn the “gag” proce- 
dure. Then the President had criticized 
the Republican New York state legis- 
lature for “wielding the lash of the party 
whip,” stating that this left it “to the 
master minds of their organizations the 
responsibility as to whether such action 
is justified or not.” 


Representative Lehlbach, of New Jer- 
sey. condemned the furlough plan, stat- 
ing that by it “our national defense so 
far as the Army is concerned may abso- 
lutely be crippled.” Representatives 
Mapes, of Michigan, and Britten, of IIli- 
nois, also declared themselves against 
the move. 


Taking the floor in support of the rule, 
Chairman Buchanan of the Appropria- 
tions Committee declared : 


“It is utterly impossible to discuss 
the merits or demerits of the legisla- 
tion in this bill in 14 minutes. I shall 
only ask my colleagues on the Demo- 
cratic side at least to take my word for 
it that every piece of legislation in- 
cluded within the scope of the rule has 
for its purpose efficiency in administra- 
tion or economy in the saving of the 
taxpayers’ money. Every piece of it is 
one link in the well-mapped-out program 
of the great President of the United 
States, to establish this Government on 
an economical basis.” 


With the exception of Representative 
Ransley, no member of the Military 
Affairs Committee spoke against adop- 
tion of the rule. Many members of the 
group, however, voted against the meas- 
ure, among them Chairman McSwain, 
Representative Hill, of Alabama, rank- 
ing Democrat; Representative Thoma- 
son, Democrat, Texas; Representative 
James, ranking minority member, and 
Representative Goss, Republican, Con- 
necticut. Voting with their party in 
support of the rule were General Mar- 
tin, Representative Ross Collins, Rep- 
resentative Parker, former Adjutant 
General of Georgia; Representative 
Faddis, a Reserve officer and Republi- 
can member of Pennsylvania; Chairman 
Vinson of the Naval Affairs Committee 
and Representatives Drewry, Koniffin 
and Delaney of that group.

whether or not he is a temporary as- 
sistant detailed only for this special 
work, he states that “one never knows 
how long one will ever do anything.”

“IT am willing to reveal any proper in- 
formation,” he said, “but I cannot see 
where that is any concern of any one 
but myself.” 


Public Works Bill

to Bernard M. Baruch, and one of the 
President’s consultants on National 
Defense. 

Other members of the board are: 

Secretary Perkins, Director of the 
Budget Douglas, Senators Wagner of 
New York and Walsh of Massachusetts, 
Assistant Secretary of Agriculture Tug- 
well, Assistant Secretary of Commerce 
Dickinson, and Donald Richberg, counsel 
for the Railway Labor Executives Asso- 
ciation. 

Up to late yesterday afternoon no an- 
nouncement had been made on the de- 
tails of the bill. Representative Byrns, 
democratic leader, however, said that it 
would contain $32,000,000 for naval con- 
struction. Whether or not necessary 
Army housing will be included had not 
been announced.

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Navy Board Named

Sound and Cavite will be maintained for 
service to the Fleet, with the status of 
the yards at Portsmouth, Boston, Phila- 
delphia and Charleston, “dependent upon 
availability of funds for new construc- 
tion.” The Naval Training Stations at 
Great Lakes, and Newport are to be re- 
duced to bare maintenance status, while 
many other shore establishments are to 
be curtailed or closed. Details as to the 
shore establishment cut appears else- 
where in this issue. The plan is ex- 
pected to save $18,000,000, 

Although no official announcement bas 
yet been made, the following other reduc- 
tions are practically decided and are 
expected to be announced within a short 
time. 

Installation of about one-third of the 
Fleet in rotating reserve. This calls for 
the removal from the Fleet of 60 vessels 
of all types. 

Reduction in enlisted personnel to 77,- 
OO} by stoppage of new enlistments. 

No promotions for enlisted personnel 
during the fiscal year 1984. The move 
differs from the “pay freeze” now apply- 
ing to officers in that the promotions 
themselves will not be made. 

Cancellation of pay for all Naval Re- 
serve armory drills and summer cruises. 

Study of a plan for effecting a reduc- 
tion in officer personnel has been under 
way in the Bureau of Navigation. Vari- 
ous schemes have been devised depend- 
ing upon the number to go. These have 
been presented to the board for study 
and a subcommittee has taken over the 
problem. One plan which has received 
most consideration in the Bureau calls 
the retirement of 8 or 9 per cent of the 
rear admirals, captains, and comman- 
ders, 16 or 18 per cent of the lieutenant 
commanders and lieutenants, and leaves 
the liteutenants, junior grade and en- 
signs untouched. As many voluntary 
retirements and retirements for physical 
disability as can be secured would be 
sought first to be then followed by en- 
forced retirements, which would be se- 
cured by forcing out all officers who have 
heen passed over twice, all lieutenant 
commanders above the age of 45 and all 
lieutenants above the age of 40. In 
ease of the smaller staff corps, plucking 
boards might be convened. 

However, all this must be gone over 
by the board and something entirely dif- 
ferent may be recommended. Some offi- 
cers have hope that the board will rec- 
ommend that no cut should be made and 
with this report to support, force an up- 
ward revision of the limit on appropria- 
tions. 

Secretary Swanson when asked by the 
press this week as to whether the num- 
ber of officers to be cut was a thousand, 
said, “Oh, no, not a thousand. You see, 
we have some ships that will come in 
commissign soon that will take 637 offi- 
cers,” 

“T have appointed a commission to 
fix it—a method by which officers will be 
dropped,” the Secretary stated. “I have 
my own ideas about it which I think 
would be effective. * * * I would like to 
get all the information from any source 
and then make the best decision. There 
will be no favoritism. But if a man is 
too old for his grade as fixed by 'taw, 
passed twice by the board without selec- 
tion, why should he be continued in the 
Navy?”
